HOW  TO  REACH  NAHANT  BY  LAND. 

Take  Boston  and  Maine  R.  R.  to  Lynn,  (Eastern  Division).  All  Trains  leave  and  arrive  at  Union 
Station. 

For  a  number  of  years  the  Boston  and  Maine  Railroad  has  placed  before  the  public  the  well-equipped 
express  trains  between  Boston  and  Lynn.  This  coming  season  of  1S97  will  be  opened  with  improved  service.  Time 
from  Boston  to  Lynn,  twenty-five  minutes.
